Awfal Tragedy io Rochester. 

From Ihe Rochester Democrat and American. 

One of the tnos 1 bloody and terrible mur- 
ders we have ever been called upon to record, 
was prrpelraled in this cily on Saturday night. 
The victim is Clias. W. Littles, a lawyer by 
profession, of the a^e of about 2b years. He 
come from DunsviHe, some five or sis years 
since, and entered llm office of Messrs. Hyde 
andMudge.as a law student. In 1855, he 
was admitted, and consequently was associat- 
ed wilh .Mr. Mudge in the prosecution of pen- 
sion claims. We learn he was married some 
two or three years much to a Miss Stout, of 
of this city, but lhat they had not lived hap- 
pily together, and a year or more ago a separ- 
ation lock place. He has however, for a few 
month* past occasionally visiled his wife, who 
was living wilh her mother and brothers on 
Monroe street, but llieir seem lo have been 
jealousies on boih' aides, which kept up a ,con- 

tiuual jar and di«coril. 

On .Sunday morning about 7 o'clock, Ihe 
body of a man was discovered in the river be- 
low the Kails,' exactlv opposite the line of 
Falls Field. Tlte watar'at Ibe place is soar- 
low, and instead of ocin^ carried off, qs was 
doubtless was intended, the action of the water 
throw it towards the shire. Had it been 
thrown five rods further down, the current 
would of bore il away. The ni^Iit being dark, 
die probability is lhat who ever took the body 
to the water was unable to see lhat it remain', 
ed e1o<»c to the shore. The circumstance ha* 
led to a prompt discovery of die deed, and 
may yel aid in the furtherance of die ends of 

justice. 

The spot where the dreadful deed wa* per- 

petrated, as the pools of blood unmislakeally 
indicate, i* on a small spot of ground between 
the north fence of Falls Tit-Id. The roadway 
north of ihe r<pot is cut down some ten feet, 
and il is nol easy lo reach theelevaledgroiind 
where the murder wasperpelratcd. How the 
victim and those engaged in the Iragedy came 
to be there in the ni^ht is one of die mysteries 
yel to be unravelled. Immediately on reach- 
ing ll |C ground, and about five rods from the 
precipice, ts a large pool of blood. Here, no 
doubt, Ibe first fatal blow was struck. About 
tenor twelve feel further towards the bank i< 
another pool. Bolh show lhat Mr. Littles 
must have remained in each place for several 
minutes. Within a few feet of tbe precipice 
another spot of blood is seen, and it is also 
plainly visible on the earth' as the body was 
rulled down. On this spot a desperate slrug- 
gle must have taken place before the deed was 
accomplished. Here was found a victorine 
corresponding very nearly wilh tbe one worn 
by Airs. I'tldest, a rosette matching one 
found in her possession ; a comb ; a pair of 
spectacles, said to belong to Ira Slout, her 
brother— a young man about 22 or 23 yt-ar»_ 
of age — and die arm uf a ehair, said to have 
been taken f'Oin the office were Littles was 
employed. 

rroro the Level of Ihe spot above describ- 
ed to where Ihe body struck when it was 
thrown over, is some '25 or 30 feet, and from 
thence it was dragged io a Straight line to the 
water, over rocks, brir-h and rough ground, 
over 100 feet — most of die distance being, a 
stetp bank, down which ihe body may have 
rolled with but Ijltle assistance. All the way 
down to the water the bloody Irnck is plain. 
It is with greal difficulty that the Biver can 
be reached from the spot described. . The 
palh is sleep, and thr descent by daylight re- 
quires care, and io the n-ghl must be attended 
wilh some danger. .' 

A ■ soon as ihe tody was brought to the 
police office and identified, officers McLean, 
Green and I Ionic* repaired to the rcsid. 
ence of Ihe Stoul family, 75 Monroe slreel, 
where they arretted seven persons. They are 
Mn. Slout, Mrs.' Littles, (daughter of Mn. 
Stout,) Ira and Eli Stoul, the wife of ihe 
last named, and a small boy and girl, chil- 
dren of Mrs. Stout. Her busbind is suppos- 
ed to be in Pennsylvania, having left here last 
ipriog. (The family came to Ibis cily from 
lhat Siate several Tears ago.) The arrested 
persons were immediately brought to Ihe police 
officers, while the other remained (o complete 
a search of the house'.'' There were found 
several bloody garments, and among diem a 
skirl lorn and just washed, but upon which 
Ihere Were marks of blood. These were all 
vcuied and taken lo Ihe police office. - Upon 
tbe victorine of Mr*. Little; in Ihe hair, and 
upon her garments were found burrs such as 
grow in'auuqdauce down the bank where the 
body of Little* was dragged. | But, as slranze

Mr. Charles Doyd, of Barnes, Surrey, has 
projected a scheme of railway cominoiiicntion 
across the channel. In a letter lo Ihe Lon- 
don Times, he says: u I 'brought under tire 
notice ol Ihe Kinperor of die French, some 
considerable lime since, the particulars of. o 
project for connaiting I5n>»laiitl »vith Fionce, 
by means of a railway tubular bridge to be 
thrown over die " $lioils of Dover." bviwepn 
Dover Clift's and Cape Urisnea, which hvs ev- 
ery prospect of 'success, an! haH occupied my 
atlenlmn for a long pufind.
